SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 17.—Mrs. 
Maud Creffield, held in the King Coun- 
ty Jail as an accomplice in the murder 
of George Mitchell, died suddenly in 
her cell at 1:15 o'clock last night. 
Esther Mitchell, who shot her brother, 
was in the same bed with Mrs. Cref- 
field when the latter was stricken. 
Deputy Coroner 8. F. Wiltsie believes 
the woman died from heart disease. 

Maud Hurt Creffield was the wife of 
, “Joshua” Creffield, who was shot by 


George Mitchell. who believed tha; 
Creffield had maltreated his _ sister 
Esther. Esther later shot her brother 
George. She and Mrs. Creffield were 
arrested for the crime, both women 
confessing that they had done it to 
avenge the death of “Joghua.’’ 


Tragedy in the Station. 


Executing a vow she says she made 
when a jury acquitted her brother, 
George Mitchell, of the murder of 
‘Joshua Creffield, leader of the Holy 
Rollers, Esther Mitchell, on the after- 
noon of July 12, shot and killed him 
in the Seattle Union Station. The shoot- 
ing was witnessed by over a hundred 
persons. 

_ George was about to take the train 
for Portland. He was accompanied to 
the depot by his brother, Fred, and sis- 
ter, Sther. At : the caller an- 
‘nounced the departure of the train. Es- 
ther drew a revolver from her dress 
and fired. The bullet entered the back 
of George’s head just below the left ear 
and he fell to the floor without utter- 
ing a word. 

Esther, at the station, said she had 
determined immediately upon the ac- 
quittal of George in connection with 
the Creffield murder to take his life 
She had determined that he must die 
because he had killed “Joshua.” 


Relatives in Illinois. 


The night before F. M. Mitchell. fa- 
ther of the girl, and her brothers, Fred 
and Perry, held a reconciliation meet- 
ing. George was not present because 
Esther said she could never forgive him. 

Mitchell “senior left. the day of the 
murder. for-his home in Mount Ver- 
non, Ill. 

George Mitchell killed ‘Joshua’ Cref 
field two months before. The Holy 
Roller priest had only recently been 
released from the Oregon Peniten- 
tiary, after serving two years for mis- 
conduct with Esther Mitchell. The girl 
followed the Holy Roller on his re- 
lease to Seattle, and it was this re- 
union that made Mitchell resolve to 
kijl him. 

After leaving the police matron’s 
horne where she was kept during the 
trial of George Mitchell, Esther took 
up an abode with Mrs. Creffield, wid- 
ow of the slain Holy Roller priest. 

Esther made the following’ state- 
ment to the police after killing her 
brother: 

“Mrs. Creffield and I talked over the 
matter of killing George. The one 
that had the best chance was to do it. 
Mrs. Creffied bought the gun. We 
were at the room about 4 o’cock this 
afternoon, and I thought I would have 
a better chance to do it than Mrs. 
Creffield, as my brother wanted ‘to see 
me, and believed that he would think 
nothing about my going to the depot. 
Then Mrs. Creffield gave me the gun, 
and I was to do it. We agreed that it 
must be done as soon as possible.’ 


Was God’s Will, She Said. 


Before the commission inquiring into 
her sanity Mrs, Creffield in September 
testified that after the killing of her 
husband by Mitchell she was so dis- 
turbed that she could not receive a 
message from God, and entered into a 
state of prayer that God might tell her 
what to do. 

“When I became composed,’ she said, 
‘it was witnesseth through my spirit 
that it was the will of God that I 
should kill George Mitchell. I feared 
that my desire and not the will of God 
was speaking to me, so I again entered 
into a state of prayer. Again God's 
word carne to me that J] should’ kill 
George Mitchell. There could be no 
mistake that it was God's will. 

“My husband's spirit also spoke to 
me, telling me that it was his wish 
as well as that of God that I should 
avenge his death. I knew that if I 
were to fulfill the word of God that I 
would be subjected to the penalty of 
manslaughter. But then I never con- 
sider the laws of men when the will of 
God has been made known to me. 

“Until two days before the killing I 
intended to do it. knowing it was God's 
will that I should do so. At that tine 
Esther came to me and said that God 
had made known to her that it was His 
will that she should kill her brother 
George. Both of us had been in a state 
of prayer. I did not believe her. I 
was certain that it was God's will thiut 
1 should do the killing. However, bot 
of us again entered into a state of 
prayer and it was witnesseth to me 
that Esther was correct, and that it 
was God's will that she should do the 
killing.’

Decatur Thurston, who commanded the 
Third North Carolina Infantry in the 
war between the states, died Thursday 
night at the age of 73.

Mrs. Lulu Clacken of 360 Delmar 
boulevard testified that at 4:30 p. ™., 
Nov. 9, she and Mrs. Catherine Nerk of 
3726 Washington boulevard were rob 
of their purses at ,.Union avenue and 
Westmoreland placé by a purse snatch- 
er, She said she approached Po- 
liceman McDonald and asked him to 
catch the thief. 

“The thief was running south on 
Union when 1 asked the officer to catch 
him, and just as the officer tu 
around. the thief disappeared around a 
corner and west on Lindell. I asked the 
officer to hurry, as I thought he could 
overtake the thief. The officer asked 
me how much I had lost and I told him 
$12. He said that was too . Then 
he asked me for a description of the 
thief. I saw we were losing time and 
that the thief was making his escape, so 
I turned away from Officer McDonald 
and went in search of another officer. 
McDonald then started after the thief 
at a slow trot.”’ 

John W. O'Connor, a watchman in a 
tower at Union and Lindell avenues, 
eaw the chase. He testified that Mc- 
Donald was going at a “dog trot.’’ The 
thief ran west on Lindell into Forest 
Park. where he disappeared a 
some bushes. O’Connor said McDonal 
went as far as the bushes, and then 
ave up the chase. 

When asked why he had not run 
faster after the thief, McDonald said 
his running days were over. 

‘“T haven't run for. nearly 
years,’’ said McDonald. 


Lionberger Charge Fails. 


It developed that McDonald has not 
done beat duty for 14 years. In all that 
time he has been doing station duty In 
the Forest Park District. 

Isaac H. Lionberger of 3%30 Delmar 
ysoulevard testified against Policeman 
James Hutton, who was 
‘ried with McDonald. Mr. 
berger said he heard of 
robbery a few minutes after it oc- 
curred, and went in search of a police- 
man after getting a description of the 
thief. He found Hutton at the Lindell 
avenue entrance of the park, he tes- 
tified, and pointed out a man whom he 
thought looked like the description of 
the thief. Hutton refused to arrest the 
man. 

In a defense Hutton said that the 
man who was pointed out by Lionberger 
bad been in the park for at least 15 
minutes, and that he was sure he would 
have been doing a serious injustice by 
arresting him.

Senorita Gonzales Declares 
Criminal Charge Against 
Him Is False. 


| Antonio Villareal, former secretary 
of the: Mexican revolutionary junta in 
St. Louis, is a prisoner in El Paso, 
Tex., awaiting deportation to Mexico. 
where he fears death awaits him. His 
aged father and his sister are in St. 


Louis, members of a group of eight, 
almost without resources and in deep- 
est distress over uncertainty as to the 
fate of their loved ones. 

Prospero Villareal, aged 61, is the 
only man in the party. He has had in- 
termittent employment. His daughter, 
Senorita Andrea Villareal Gonzalez, 
and Senora Rivera, Senora Sancedo 
and Senora Sarabia, the last three 
wives of members of the junta, and 
three young children, are the other 
members. 

None of the women has any income 
Save the scant contributions of mem- 
bers of the Mexican Liberal party, 
whose funds have been almost ex- 
hausted by the recent troubles of the 
party’s leaders. The eight are living 
at 123 and 125 Convent street. 

Dispatches from El Paso state that 
Villareal is still in Jail there, al- 
though he was ordered delivered to 
the Mexiean authorities some days 
ago. Inspectors of the United States 
Immigration service, loath to carry 
out the order received from Washing- 
ton, have referred the case back to 
the Department of Commerce and 
Labor. 

Villareal has brought every argu- 
ment to bear to prevent his extradi- 
tion. He has declared that the pur- 
pose of the Mexican Government is to 
shoot him for his political offenses as 
soon as he is taken across the border. 
There is strong sentiment in Texas 
against his deportation. 

Senorita Villareal Gonzalez said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday that 
she had not heard from her brother 
for more than a month. He had al-

Defends Her Brother. 


Senorita Gonzalez, who, according to 
a Mexican custom, uses her mother’s 
name as her last name, is an earnest 
believer in the justice of the cause of 
the revolutionists. 

‘‘My brother and his friends are not 
criminals, as Diaz and ‘this agents 
charge,’’ she said. ‘“They have offended 
only in a political way. They are work- 
ing for the cause of the people, the peo- 
ple who live in miserable poverty, who 
suffer for food and clothing, whose chil- 
dren never go to school. 

“Our family lived in Lampasas and 
was well off. I was brought up as a 
lady, and Mexican ladies never think of 
learning to work. My brother came 
here for the World's Fair, and invited 
me to come for a while. While I was 
here he became interested in the move- 
ment of Magon, Sarabia and others, 
and stayed here with them to help pub- 
lish Regeneracion. I gtayed also. 

‘In Mexico my brother had killed a 
young man in a quarrel. It was not a 
murder, my brother acted in self-de- 
fense. The young man’s mother did not 
blame my brother. It was only when 
they found they could not get him as a 
political offender that the Government 
decided to use the murder charge 
against him. 

“We can get no information through 
the Mexican Consul here. All we hear 
is in letters from our friends in Mexico. 
Whether we get all the letters that are 
sent us, we don’t know.

‘COLON, Nov. 17.—President Roose- 
velt's train, on which he is making an 
inspection of the canal work, was 
blocked by a landslide today. The re- 
cent heavy rains between Colon and 
Panama caused the fall of earth.

schedule time. 

“We will do our 
you build it.”’

“Whew! Worse than a small boy,” 
the engineer said after the ordeal. 

After climbing off the shovel the 
President boarded a work train and saw 
actual track laying and inspected the 
deepest portion of the cut where 22 
tons of explosives were used Sunday to 
loosen up the dirt. The President was 
told that the engineers are having some 
trouble with landslides owing to the 
pecullar nature of the soil. 

He shook hands with all the Ameri- 
cans he met while walking over the 
ground. At about 9:35 the President en- 
tered the deep portion of Culebra Cut, 
his train going slowly in order that he 
might observe the workings of the drill 
machines and shovels. 

The rain was now coming down in tor- 
rents and the water poured in rivulets 
down the funnel-shaped sides of the 
famous cut.

DEEP WATER PLEA 


Meeting of Waterways Dele- 
gates Called for Dec. 6 at 
Washington, 








KAVANAUGH. PRESIDENT 





Governors of Valley States 
Attend the Big Closing 
Banquet, 


The Deep Waterways Convention end- 
ed its session by perfecting a strong 
permanent organization with headauar- 
ters in St. Louis. Friday night the 
delegates attended a farewell banquet 
given to them at the Jefferson Hotel 
by the ssusiness Men's League. 


The ypermanent organization was 
brought about by the adoption of the 
report of Harry B. Hawes, chairman of 
the Committee on Permanent Organi- 
zation. The object stated is to promote 
the building of a deep waterway from 
the Gulf of Mexico to the Great Lakos 
by urging on the Federal and State 
Governments the necessity for adequate 
ge te iations. 

Citizens of states in the Mississippi 
Valley and of states bordering on the 
Gulf of Mexico and on the Great Lakes 
are eligible to membership. The Gover- 
nor of each of these states is to appoint 
a delegate for each ngressional dis- 
trict, and in addition Phe mayors of all 
cities with a population of over 1000 will 
applet delegates in propgrition to pop- 
ulation. 

The association is to meet biennially 
the third Thursday in November to elect 

officers and attend to the work of the 
oreanhnthon. The first meeting will be 
held at Washington Dec. 6 next. at 
which time the Eexecutive Committee 
of the National Rivers and Harbors 
Convention will be in session. This 
meeting was arranged for at a gather- 
ing of the officials of the new organi- 
zation Friday evening.

Information concerning a stabbing af- 
fray at Cahokia, in which one man had 
his throat cut, another was stabbed in 
the abdomen and a woman had articles 


of clothing torn from her and was 
robbed of $65 reached the police of E.s: 
St. Louis Saturday, when one of the 
men was discharged from St. Mary’s 
Hospital. 

The man whose throat was cut is J. C. 
Van Ness of Cincinnati, the woman 
who was beaten and robbed is his wife, 
and the second man is August Roth, al- 
so ef Cincinnati. 

The two men and the woman were 
ers. 

Roth, Van Ness and his wife left Cin- 
cinnati several weeks ago in a -covered 
wagon, their destination being Cairo. 
Sunday night found them in the vicinity 
of Cahokia, and they decided to pitch 
their camp there. Monday morning one 
of the horses was missing and the two 
men put in the day looking for it. Late 
in the evening the horse was found, in 
-a disabled condition. 

Roth and Van Ness met the crowd of 
men ina saloon and made some remarks 
regarding the manner in which they 
thought the animal had been injured. 

The crowd attacked the two men and 
only ceased beating them when Roth 
cried, “I have been stabbed.’ The 
wound was in his, abdomen, but not of 
a serious nature. Wan Ness helped him 
out of the place and walked him back 
to the wagon. 

Leaving Roth tin the care of his wife, 
Van Ness went back to the saloon and 
asked for a doctor. He was given the 
name of Dr. R. McCracken of East St. 
Louis, and telephoned for him. 

Van Ness then asked the telephone 
operator to connect him with the East 
St. Louis police station. Several of the 
men who had been in the fight heard 
this call. They snatched the telephone 
receiver from Van Ness’ hands and 
chased him out of the saloon. 

He ran in the direction of the wagon, 
the crowd in hot pursuft. Arriving 
there, his first thought was for the 
safety of his wife, and he endeavored 
to get her to a hiding place. He was 
unsuccessful, and Mrs. Van Ness fell 
itno the hands of the mob. 

The men took turns about in slap- 
ping her face and tearing her cloth- 
ing. One of them grabbed a roll of 
bills which she had carried inside her 
waist. 

Then the men turned their attention 
to Roth, who was lying in the bed of 
the wagon. They dragged him out and 
after beating him, several of them 
hicked Be in the side. 

Van Ness expostulated with the men, 
and eeveral of them grabbed him and 
threw him across one of the wheels. 
While he was being held against the 
wheel, one of the mob drew a knife 
blade across his throat, inflicting an 
ugly wound. 

Roth and Van Nees were taken to St. 
Mary’s Hospital. The police reported 
the matter to the Bheriff Saturday and 
he has detailed a number of deputies to 
endeavor to arrest the men.

The thugs and murderers of Chicago and Pitts- 
burg vie with each other as to which can commit 
the most atrocious crime. «hey take as much in- 
terest in winning the championship in the number 
of murders as the baseball teams did in striving for 
the pennant. The police authorities appear to be 





ing, indirectly, hordes of crooks by not devoting 
sufficient attention to the dens and dives where 
they ply their trade. 

There are signs that unless vigorous preventive 
measures are taken similar conditions will soon ex- 
ist in St. Louis. The confession of Joseph Brown 
concerning the murder of Robert Harvey, a young 
stationary engineer, after he had been doped by 
Brown’s pal, brought a disturbing gimpes of con- 
ditions in this city. 

The work in this case was done above board, 
where people with eyes could and did see what was 
going on. *The job was “pulled off” in a place where 
men of that ilk are known to congregate and com- 
pare notes.

THE BOOK CLUB 


Wherein Are Discussed the Latest New Books and 
Their Makers. 











N THE first flush of the local music season’s dawning, with the strains of 
the Choral-Symphony’s opening concert still echoing in their ears and but 
freshly come from the Odeon debut of the Knights of Columbus Choral 

Club and the song recital by Mme. Schumann-Heink, the members of the Once- 
a-Week Book Club assembled to discuss “The Charlatans,” Bert Leston Taylor's 
new novel of musical life. 

“Upon my word!” indignantly cried The Girl. “It’s a shame, the way this 
young Mr. Taylor pokes fun at music and musical people! I’d give him a piece 
of my mind if I had him here!” 

“Write to him and blow him up that way,” laughed the Literary Grain 
Broker. “He can stand it—used to be a funny man on a Chicago newspaper and 
is now on the staff of Puck, so he’s probably a hardened sinner. He might put 
you in his next book, too, if your letter appeals to his sense of humor.” 

“That’s all very well,” joined in the Kindergarten Director, “but I quite 
agree with The Girl—this Mr. Bert Leston Taylor is entirely too flippant in 
his gibings at the highest of all forms of emotional] expression. It’s a very cheap 
rleverness, to my thinking.” 

“I’m rather inclined to take the same view,” coificided the Artist. “It’s 
easy to indulge in a Philistine sneer at any phase of art, and the higher the 
_art’s aspiration, the easier is the satire, but I think the author of ‘The Char- 

latams’ goes just a bit too far in his handling of musical folk.” 

“Well,” said the former Congressman, “I reckon I’m a barbarian of the 
outer darkness—but I must confess that ‘The Cliarlatans’ amused me very much 
indeed.” 

_ “Of course it did,” grinned the Old Playgoer. “And it tickled me, too. 
~There’s a whole lot of tommy-rot in these ‘screechers,’ ‘scrapers’ and ‘scram- 
blers,’ as young Mr. Taylor makes one of his characters call singers, fiddlers and 
pianists; and it won’t hurt a bit to look at the funny side of ‘em. Anyway, 
T call attention to the fact that he doesn’t ridicule the earnest type of mu- 
sician—only the posers and ‘false alarms,’ and that ought to be very salutary, I 
should say.” ; 
" “Tye,” agreed the High School Teacher. “He makes the musical heroine 6f 
his story, Hope Winston, a very admirable girl-genius, and his Karl Geist, the 
modest fiddler, is as lovable a chap as I’ve encountered in fiction for a long 
time.” 

“Exactly so,’ returned the Old Playgoer. “While, as for the types ridi- 
culed by him, embodied by that pompous old rascal, Dr. Rudolf Erdmann, presi- 
dent of the Colossus Conservatory of Music; and by Prof. Jan van Wart, the 
attitudinizing ass who imitated Beethoven one day, Chopin the next, Wagner the 

third, Liszt the fourth, and soon through the muster roll of great composers, 
nd by the absurd Dr. Dudelsack, the program-rhapsodist who wrote those 
ridiculously fervid ‘descriptions’ of the musical numbers to be interpreted—well, 
it \won’t hurt the sacred cause of music a little bit to laugh at them!” 

“Now you're shouting!” exclaimed the Literary Grain Broker. “I like 
music as well as the next man, and I’m chummy with a lot of musical people, 
but I’m blest if I haven’t run across more’n a ten-acre field full of caricatures 
in the melodious round-up. And it has always struck me that they cut very 
little real ice in music—it’s the quiet, self-contained musicians, appearing very 
much like other sane people, who do the genuinely good work in music.” 

“Right you are,” took up the Old Playgoer. “There’s Paderewski, for ex- 
ample—l’ve seen him with a bunch of other men, just plain, ordinary mor- 
tals, and a more likable, sensible and manly fellow you couldn’t wish to meet— 
practical and comfortable as an old shoe. It’s the same with orchestra con- 
ductors—the acrobatic jumping jacks: who nearly twist the shirt off their 
backs doing gymnastic stunts with the baton, are mostly four-card-flushers. 
Theodore Thomas, the greatest of all American conductors, directed his splen- 
did orchestra with his index finger, as quietly as if he was afraid of waking 
the baby.” 

“Well,” remonstrated The Girl. “It seemed to me that Mr. Taylor was 
laughing at musicians all through the story, and [ didn’t like that a little 
bit. It seemed all the more a pity, too, because he has made such a pretty ro- 
-manecs of the love affair between Hope Winston and Churchill Gray, that hand- 
somie young musical critic. They struck me as being perfectly lovely!” 

“They were very sweet,” chuckled the former Congressman. “That’s one 

t I like about The Girl—she has never yet encountered a pair of lovers in 
fiction who failed to win her heartiest approval. Just the moment she sees 
Love’s young dream shining from their eyes it’s ‘Bless you, my children!’ from 
that time onward. When you're married, Girl, you’ll be the most confirmed 
matchmaker in seven states!” 

“Now you're digressing,” observed the Kindergarten Director severely. “It 
still seems to me, despite all that’s been said, that this young Mr. Taylor is 
flippant and superficial in his characterization of musical people. I can’t be- 
lieve that he means to be taken seriously.” 

“Not too seriously,” suggested the Old Playgeer. “Music, in fiction, must 
furnish the atmosphere for either a very intense and somber tragedy or for 
pleasing light comedy that has a sort of gavotte movement, don’t you know. 
Well, the author of ‘The Charlatans’ has chosen comedy—although he gives us 
quite a realistic bit of tragedy in the pitiful story of poor Rhoda Weathers as 
an incidental feature of his novel—and he does very nicely in the comedy field.

Let us kill our dozen birds in a good day’s walk 
and be: glutted. or it is not in indiscriminate killingy that sport or shooting 
or satisfaction lies. It is in the way your shooting is done. 

Let the dogs work. What bleasy> it is to watch them. Pick your bird 
carefully, do not be in too much of a p,urry, even in big brush, and shoot hard 
and straight and to kill. Do not Jeaye crippled birds to die in the cover 
And when you have picked good. stron® hard-flying birds, the hardest ones, 
not the easy ones, and given the dogS lots of time and you will find that 
& round dozen quall will have made you a good day’s shooting. 


To be sure, there are men who will shoot and kill like mere European mon- 
archs at a battue. They have no.idea that sportsmanship consists of anything 
more than how many potted, however it may be done. More of this ilk take 
the neater but scarcely less Superior 1ine of counting their average; that is, 
how many kills to how many shots. This marks careful but not daring or 
gallant shooting. . 

Then there are others wha: wear a]! kinds of fine shooting togs and have 
expensive dogs and who cannot shoot a lick on earth, but with them we 
have no quarrel for they cannot do much damage save to sensitive eyes and 
ears. Be good to the dogs, that is if tthey are good dogs. ‘You must not 
have any other. Punish sharply and atonce, that punishment may not need 
repetition. 

It should be needless to admonish 
be careful and never shoot unless they are absolutely dead certain that the 

“something’’ they think a deer not 2 man. Thousands upon thousands 
of human lives have been lost through hasty shooting at “something brown’’ 
that moved and looked like a deer in the woods. Considering how such sport 
may be used as a cloak for malicious murder jt is really astounding 
that killing a man for a deer has not been regarded as murder and as such 
tried in the courts. Surely there is small excuse for taking a human being for 
an animal when there is death in the case. 

Few of us go after big game. Many of us go after cuail. There 
sweeter shooting in the world than that afforded by the little partridge. It will 
be a sad day when he leaves us for aye. Let us be kind to him and “his missus 
and the kids,’’ that we may have some of them with us for a long time.

The ordinance became a law Jan. 30, 
1894. There are various ideas as to tbe | 
sufficiency of the ordinance. Some point | 
to a clause in the City Charter which 
abolishes all franchises that do not re- 
sult in service within ‘‘a reasonable 
time.’ Others assert that the ordinance 
referred to by Capt. McCulloch amends 
another ordinance which abolishes the | 
franchiee for thosé portions on which 
work is nut completed in two years. 

Still others contend that, even if this 
franchise authority is insufficient, the 
United Railways possesses ample au- 
thority for the connection in a provis- 
ion of the Central Traction franchise 
which gives the owmer of the franchise— 
now the United Railways—the right to 
absorb other roads and to make the 
“necessary connections’’ between them. 
It is contended, also, that the Board 
of Public Improvements has no power 
to grant a permit for the connection. 
If ordinance authority exists for the 
connection, these persons declare, all 
the railroad needs is a permit from the 
Street Commissioner to tear up the 
street and lay the tracks. If no such 
ordinance authority exists the Munici- 
pal Assembly alone can grant the au- 
thority. 

Capt. McCulloch's letter was referred 
to the Street Commissioner, who raised 
the question: “What right has. the 
United Railways to apply for a permit

“The Street Commissioner needs of- 
ficial information as to all these con- 
solidations of which we have been 
reading so much in the newspapers,” 
remarked Mr. Valliant.

Rocheport (Mo.) Physician, 
Brother of Federal Judge, 
Drinks Poison. 








CHOSE “GRAVE CLOTHES” 


Veteran of Nilaceint Conflicts in 
Civil War — Fought 
Texas Duel, 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 17.—Dr. W. 
C. Philips of Rocheport, Mo.,. whose 
daughter, Mrs. Walton Holmes, and 
brother, Federal Judge John F. Philips 
of Kansas City, learned of his death 
yesterday, committed suicide. 

A dispatch from Rocheport last nighi 
said that after writing his own obituary 
and designating the epitaph that should 
mark his tombstone, Dr. Philips drank 
poison. He was found dead in his bed 
at a boarding house there early yester- 
day morning. A loaded revolver lying 
on the table near the empty vial that 
had contained the poison. indicated that 
he had meant to make death certain had 
the poison failed. 

Before retiring and drinking the acid 
Dr. Philips had selected from his ward- 
robe what he afterwards marked as 
“My grave clothes.” — 

A carefully prepared statement was 
arranged for the disposition of his finan- 
cial affairs. Every article he possessed 
was disposed of in detail. The following 
sentence was selected by Dr. Philips for 
his epitaph: 

“He was Secretary of the State in 
Texas under Gov. Pease.’’ 

On the reverse side of the slip of pa- 
per containing the epitaph were written 
hese words: “Before you receive th's 
J will be numbered with the dead.” 


Leaves Sketch of Life. 


The sketch of his life inclosed in an 
envelope, addressed ‘‘Memo‘ for news- 
papers,”’ was as follows: “Dr. W. C. 
Philips was born in Boone County, Mis- 
souri, Jan. 14, 1823, and at the time of 
his death (blank space is left here for 
date) was the oldest citizen of Boone 
County. In 1846 he married Martha Ann 
Robertson, daughter of Dr. A. H. Rob- 
ertson and his wife, Sallie Warren. He 
was graduated from Transylvania 
University, Lexington, Ky., March 5, 
1847; practiced medicine in ‘Boone, How- 
ard and Cooper counties in 1849; in 1850 
went to California; returmed in 1852 and 
practiced his profession until December, 
1853, when he emigrated to Texas, resid- 
ing in and near Austin # years. 

“Dr. Philips, before the Civil War, 
acted with the National Democrats as 
opposed to the Btate Rights party. 
championed the election of Gen. Sam 
Houston and fought a duel with Col. 
John Marshall growing séut of said po- 
litical contest. 

“After the war Dr. Philips was Secre- 
tory of State under E. M. Pease of 
Texas. In 1888 Dr. Philips removed. to 
Kansas City,’where he was auditor and 
cashier of the Brooklyn & People’s Ca- 
blé Railway Co. and of the N. E. Elec- 
tric Railway. After the consolidation 
of the railways he was paymaster and 
inspector. of time for the entire system 
of Kansas City, Mo., and Kansas City, 
Kan. 

Remembers Firat Wife. 


“For the last few years the doctor 
has made Rocheport his home, e6xpress- 
ing a desire to be buried by the side 
of his first wife, Martha Anna Rob- 
ertson.’’ 

Judge Philips, Walton Holmes and 
Mrs. Holmes left Kansas City last 
night for Rocheport. Dr. Philips was 
well known to many of the older resi- 
dents of Kansas City. In addition to 
his connection with the street railway 
company he at one time conducted a 
drug store at Fifteenth street and Grand 
avenue. 

“T was acquainted with Dr. Philips,” 
said T. T. Crittenden last night. ‘I re- 
call when he was taken prisoner by 
some of Gen. Jo Shelby’s men 
war. 
Dr. Philips had = started from 
County for his home in Texas. Judge 
Philips, who was then Col. Philips of 
the Seventh Missouri Volunteer Caval- 
ry, said to him: ‘You'll be taken pris- 
oner by the Confederates before you 
reach the Arkansas line.’ 

“Dr Philips was captured and held 
for a time. The Union soldiers were hot 
in pursuit argl in one of the running 
fights that ere continually happen- 
ing the Confederate detachment that 
hel4 him captive was overtaken by a 
body of, Union soldiers and Dr. Philips 
was liberated and allowed to proceed 
on his way. I believe he held office in 
Texas until the Confederates ousted 
tm who sympathized with the 
North.”’

John S. Miller, Who Obtained 
Chicago Immunity, Will 
Probably Come Here. 








'TO MAKE SAME DEFENSE 





Attempt Will Be Made to Get 
Court to Accept Similar 
Plea,

CHICAGO, Nov. 17.—John 8S. Miller, 


former Corporation Counsel in Chicago, 
according to well-defined reports, has 
been retained by the Standard Oil Co. 
at a fee of $150,000 a year to defend the 
monopoly in the prosecution instituted 
by the Government in St. Louis to bring 
about its dissolution. 

Mr. Miller was the attorney who pre-

Mr. Miller at his home today said that 
while he had not been officially re- 
tained by the Standard O11] Co. to de- 
fend that company at St. Louis, still 
his law partner, Arthur J. Eddy, some 
days ago*had told him that in all like- 
lihood he would be asked to become one 
of the counsel. Mr.

“You know,’’ Mr. Miller went on, 
“that Mr. Eddy is counsel in Chicago 
for the Standard Oj]. In a measure |! 
have been; for I was retained in the 
Chicago cases against that company on 
the ten indictments which are to ve 
tried.’’ 

Mr. Miller made no concealment of 
the fact that the Standard Oil Co. had 
anticipated just such an attack as was 
niade on the company at 8t. Louis by 
Attorney-General Moody and _ Special 
Attorney C. B. Morrison. 

‘No, I am not prepared to discuss the 
legal features of the case,’’ Mr, Miller 
said, in answer to a question, 

‘‘All I know [ have read in the news- 
papers. I take it that the Government is 
to proceed in this case as in that of 
the Northern Securities case. The 
Standard Oil is to be prosecuted under 
the Sherman act, which relates to ‘Re- 
straint of competition.’ ”’
